THOMAS:  The  largest  nut  of  the  varieties  listed.  The  tree  is  the 
fastest  grower  of  the  lot.  The  nut  husks  better  than  average  and  makes 
a  good  appearance  when  sold  in  the  shell. 

OHIO:  Good  grower,  very  symmetrical  tree.  Nut  of  medium  size, 
very  light  colored  kernel.  Husk  of  nut  thick.  Good  bearer.

STABLER:  The  slowest  in  growth  of  the  varieties  listed.  Foliage  more 
graceful — about  half  the  size  of  the  Thomas  foliage.  Nut  an  excellent 
cracker.  Bears  a  number  of  one  lobed  nuts.  Slower  coming  into  bear¬ 
ing  than  above  two  trees.  Does  well  where  well  taken  care  of  and 
fertilized. 

TEN  EYCK:  Tree  a  very  symmetrical  grower.  Nuts  slightly  smaller 
than  Thomas.
